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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-14 are pending. 
Claims 1-14 are rejected. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5, 11 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 lines 3-4 state: a packet memory management unit for assembling the 
first data into an Internet Protocol (IP) packet and loading the IP packet into a 
packet memory. 

While, line 11 states: the IP packet trailer being read from the packet memory 
management unit. 

It is unclear, as to where exactly the trailer was being stored, and later retrieved. 
As can be seen from above that packet is being stored in a "packet memory" (see lines 
3-4) while trailer is being retrieved from "packet memory management unit" (see line 
11). Does the stored packet include "packet trailer" in lines 3-4? If so, is the "packet 
memory" and "packet memory management unit" being the same entity? Therefore, 
claim 1 is being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claims 2-5, 11 and 13 depend on independent claim 1 and are therefore 
rejected. 

3. Claim 2 recites the limitation "the pointer of the IP packet header" in line 7. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Furthermore, Claim 2 lines 11-12 state: transmitting the pointers of the IP packet 
trailer and the IP packet trailer to the header processing unit. It is unclear as to why the 
limitation "IP packet trailer" being repeated. As such, claim 2 is being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

4. Claim 6 recites the limitation "the packet memory management unit" in line 8. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. Claims 7-10, 12 and 14 depend on claim 6 and are also thus rejected. 

Claim 7 lines 7-8 state: transmitting the pointers of the IP packet trailer and the IP 
packet trailer to the header processing unit. It is unclear as to why the limitation "IP 
packet trailer" being repeated. As such, claim 7 is being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments see pages 8-12 of the Remarks section, filed 2/9/2009, 
with respect to the prior art rejections of the claims have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The prior art rejections of the claims have been withdrawn. 
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2. However, a new ground of rejections is presented in this office action. As such, 
any further response to Applicant's argument is moot.
